Vice pandora, not panacea 


When times get bad, vice flourishes. That was true in 
biblical times, and it’s true’ today. 

So it’s natural that governments strapped by hard times 
are tempted to take advantage of the only business doing 
well. From Babylon to Egypt to Athens to Rome, rulers have 
grasped at government-controlled vice in a last-ditch effort 
to retain power. It never worked. 

Now, facing hard times, the city of Madison is considering 
allowing a club to offer live adult — topless and bottom- 
less — entertainment. Just for the sake of argument, let’s 
forget the moral issues and look at the proposal. 

The club, to be located at the site of Stages nightclub on 
Illinois 203, is in a district zoned for entertainment. It is not 
close to any homes, schools or churches. In fact, the location 
is so remote that being there is the only reason for going 
there. 

The club’s immediate plans are to spend more than $1 
million to completely rehabilitate the facility. As much as 
possible, the club promised, the construction work will be 
done by local union contractors, creating local union jobs. 

In all probability, the club’s new format would earn lots of 
money, both for its owners and for Madison. The club has 
promised — a promise we have no reason to doubt — that it 
will create jobs and hire local people to fill them. 

New jobs; new tax revenue. Madison needs both and needs 
both badly. But before our eyes glaze over in anticipation of 

ood times to come, it would be wise to remember one of the 

asic facts of capitalism: There’s no such thing as a free 
lunch. 

In a capitalistic economy such as ours, money is worthless 
unless it is working. Each of us is expected to work, making 
something that others are willing to buy with the money they 
made making something we are willing to buy with the 
money we made making something they are willing to buy 
and on and on and on. 

If, instead of spending or investing money, someone hides it 
under a mattress, it means someone will buy one less of 
someone's something, that that someone will not buy some- 
one else’s something and so on until, ultimately, one person 
has a lumpy mattress and everyone else’s everything is 
collecting dust. 

Vice, in the form of strippers, doesn’t create a permanent 
product. It doesn’t create a demand for any other product. It 
does absolutely nothing except feed on itself and, as such, it is 
the economic equivalent of mattress-hiding. 

Thus, the net economic boost that vice can give to a 
community — such as Madison — is exactly zero. 

That argument over, let’s bring back moral issues. 

The one thing vice unquestionably creates is more vice. 
Both nude dancers and, with the possible exception of a 
bachelor party or two, patrons of establishments featuring 
nude’ dancers tend to be there because their lives have 
bottomed out. ane. have resorted to grasping at any avail- 
able straw, possibly including the straws — such as drugs 
and prostitution — that are illegal. 

People rotting at the bottom are, as a whole, much more 
likely to drag someone else down than to rise up themselves. 
And history — Babylon, Egypt, Athens and Rome — shows 
us that if the rotten bottom is allowed to grow large enough, 
through either neglect or complicity, civilization collapses. 

If Madison decides to permit topless and bottomless 
dancers, it will not mean the end of civilization as we know it. 
It may not even be the beginning of the end. 

It will, however, be the beginning of something and, 
economically and morally, that something cannot possibly be 
good.

There is no single cause for 
the eruption of violence in Los 
Angeles.

Right now, I hear a great 
many good ideas proposed.

If we soon forget and continue 
to ignore the underclass in our 
society, thase who to a large 
extent see no hope, no real 
future for themselves and their 
children, then there will be more 
tragic events. 

People in other nations who 
saw on their TV sets what hap- 
pened in the United States ask, 
“What is wrong with America?” 

We can take pride in the many 
positive things that happened in 
our nation, but we also have to 
honestly ask ourselves the same 
question. And another: ‘‘How 
can we do better?” 

Then we must listen to one 
another, listen to those whom we 
may not ordinarily see or come 
in contact with. 

Really listen.

People frequently in the sun should look for a 
sunscreen without PABA (para-aminobenzoic 
acid), a chemical compound used in early 
sunscreens.

It is also good to avoid cosmetic brands of

Every -automobile insurance policy has 
“limits” on the various types of coverage. The 
policy limits with regard to the liability portion of 
the policy become very significant in the event of 
an automobile accident.

The victim here could have elected to carry a 
large amount of “underinsured” motorist 
coverage under her own policy. This would have 
allowed her to look to her own insurance com- 
pany to make up the difference between the 
damages ‘to which she was entitled and the 
$50,000 she would receive from the other driver's 
insurance. Unfortunately, the limits under the 
“underinsured” portion of her policy were the 
same as the liability limits of the negligent 
driver. This meant that she could recover no ad- 
ditional amounts from her own insurer. 

The other driver's insurance company offered 
the $50,000 limit to settle this case. The injured 
woman could have elected to refuse this offer 
and take the case to court. If she obtained a 
judgment which exceeded $50,000,. she could 
look to the other driver personally to satisfy the 
balance after the insurer paid the policy limits. 
Whether she could collect anything from the 
other driver personally would depend on his 
financial situation. Because of the delay involv- 
ed in litigation and because of the poor prospect 
of collecting any monies from the defendant, the 
injured person here decided to accept the offer 
and settle the case.

However, when the infamous 
alien emerges, Ripley allies with 
the men. to fight off the intruder.

It is an inventive and 
interesting twist that makes for 
a dramatic, exciting and satisfy- 
ing finale. 

“Alien 3” is directed by first- 
time feature film director David 
Fincher, whose background is in 
major music videos, Fincher has 
crafted ‘‘Alien 3’’ as less sophis- 
ticated than its predecessors.
